I must admit that I was in a rather 
blasé frame of mind; for, having seen many 
Eeglish county shows, and that wondcr of 
wonders, the Royal Agricultura) Society of 
England's annua! exhibition, | was not pre- 
peared to see snything quite like them on this 
side of the water. An inspection of the cattle, 
pigs, and sheep left me cold. To be quite 
rank, I was disappointed; for, although 
rome of the exhibits worthily upheld their 
breed characteristics, others would not have 
been sent to any important show in England. 
The machinery and implement sections were 
very good. Horse-shoeing was an interesting 
feature.

ment. Milk-recording has made great strides 
in England during the last four years. In 
fect, in the future it will become hard to 
sell any igree dairy animal unless it has 
en official milk record behind it. In the Show 
here three cows were exhibited, and you were 
asked to pick out the first, second and third 
in milk yields, all three having been carefully 
recorded in the past.

I must say that this 
amazed me. Nothing so far on the other 
side can touch this exhibit in the matter ot 
true material worth to the farmer. Nearly 
ee be relating to agriculture is included.

its subsequent processes of manufactured 
linen, diseases of plants, foods and feeding, 
dairying, soils and manures, the best grasses 
and forage crops, up-to-date marketing, and 
tobacco-growing— all are dealt with in a 
most comprehensive style. Free publications 
embrace nearly every subject connected with 
farming. This is not an advertising ‘’ stunt,” 
but merely the opinion of an Englishman who 
entered the Show expecting to see the 
ordinary, but went away much wiser than 
when he entered.

only four points, or 2.2 per cent. The de- 
crease from mid-January to mid-April was 
caused almost entirély by a lowering of food 
prices.

It will be seen from the above table that 
rices rose in the case oí only nine out of the 
food items listed; there was a decrease in 
the price of every article of food except beet, 
mutton, cheese, tea, sugar and oatmeal. The 
decreases in the prices of bacon almost made 
up for the seasonal increase in the prices of 
beef and mutton, so that the change in the 
price of meat had little effect in changing the 
Cost of Living figure from January to April. 
The seasonal fall in the price of butter and 
milk and the large decrease in the price of 
eggs are mainly accountable for the fall in 
the general index numper of food prices. 
The increase in the price of sugar, due to the 
world shortage, was the most important 
factor tending to raisc the Cost of Livin 
figure. Food prices in general in mid-April ¢ 
were 7.7 per cent. lower than in mid-January, 
but only 1.4 per cent. lower than in mid. 
June, 1922. In (Great. Britain similar 
changes took place, food prices being 4 per 
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but only 1.2 per cent. lower on Ist June. 

_As regards changes in the prices_of articles 
other than food there was a fairly general 
fall in the prices of the Various articles of 
clothing; men’s and toys’ clothing decreased, 
but there was a. slight increase in the prices 
of. women’s and girls’ coats. The prices of 
boots for all classes—men’s, boys’, women’s 
and girls’—showed that the decrease noted 
et the January inguiry continued during the 
ensuing three months. The prices of coal 
showed an increase; this was simply a reflec- 
tion of the increases in the prices of coal in 
Great Britain, where prices increased on 
account of the greater demand for coal for 
forsien export. Slicht decreases took place 
iw the prices of paraffin oil, candles and soap, 
and increases in the prices of pipe tobacce 
and cigarettes.

It was. pointed out that, owing té the new 
“tariff, laws, tobacco mannfactorers in the Free 
State had lost their trade in Northern: Freland, 
England, and Seotland. The: indastry: gave 
employment to subsidiary traders, such as 
box-meking, printing, etc.; and, if martu- 
facturers were enabled to continue on the 
conditions stated, there would. be increased 
employment not only in these trades, but in 
the industry itself. i 

Two years ago. it was stated, manufacturers 
were ariteed increased trade if they put 
in additional machinery; bat this ‘guarantee 
never camé to anything, and it was only 
‘since the establishment of the Customs barrier 
that the additional machinery was set in 
motion. If this wealthy *‘combine;” with 
£50,000,000 behind it, came over to Ireland 
the independent fifteen factories in the Free 
State would be wiped out in the same war ' 
that hundreds had ‘been wiped out in Great 
Britain since the ‘:rmation of the Imperial 
Tobacco Company.

“fr. Crawford said that in the view of the 
Temperance Party the bill was not revolu- 
tionary enough.

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POSITION OF VOLUNTARY 
SCHOOLS, 


Our Armagh Correspondent writes that 
conferences of the Roman Catholic clergy of 
the Diocese of Armagh were held in the 
course of this week at Drogheda, Dundalk, 
Dungannon and Armagh. 

On consideration of the Education Bill 
now in course of enactment by the Northern 
Parliament, the following statement was un- 
animously adopted by the managers resident 
in the six counties, and supported by all the 
other priests who were present :— 

“ The second class of schools, described in 
the Education Bill for the six counties as 
complying with the requirements of the 
Ministry, are termed ‘ voluntary schools.” In 
the bill, as introduced, these pehools, which 
are the only ones possible for Catholics, were 
subjected to grave disabilities. Now, in- 
stead of remedying the proposed injustice, 
the Minister opens ap the prospect of with- 
drawing salaries, as well as grants, from 
these schools, and therefore of extinguishing 
the Catholic schools ‘ which comply with the 
requirements of the Ministry in regard to 
public eleznenta:y education.”

The Post Office Guide is a book which has a 
large circulation, but very few readers; and 
I am sure that not one person in a hundred 
is aware that a certificate of the posting of 
an unregistered parcel is obtainable on neces 
sary, as above explained.

F we agree that the world gets the Go- 
vernments it deserves, we must likewise 
grant that it gets the architecture that it 

deserves, the pictures it deserves, and the 
drama it deserves. i 

Looking at this suggestive theory in a 
broad way, we will find it interesting to turn 
to London. — Let us take the most significant 
example of late architecture, painting and 
drama. and see if we can read the same 
story on the stones, in the pictures, and in 
the play. 

Tie most significant building just erected 
in Loncon is that of Bush House, in Kings- 
way—vhich the English Press has lately been 
hailing as a masterpiece. No doubt it is a 
taasterziece, but is it beautiful? Does it 
point tv heaven in Gothic majesty? Does it 
stretch its limbs in sviritual grace’ No; it 
is a big bulk of a building. It stands in the 
middie of Kingsway like a man who has 
clenched his fist—with as much beauty, and 
no ncre than the beauty of a fist which is 
clenched. 


The Unknown Warrior. 


The most significant picture in the Royal 
Academy this year is Sir William Orpen’s 
“Unknown Warrior.’’ ‘The story connected 
with uo is of extraorG:nary, interest. The 
Imperiai War Museum wanted a third Peace 
Conference picture of the great Politicians, 
Generals, and Admirals who won the war. 
For nine months Sir William Orpen laboured 
at this idea, grouping the War Lords before 
the background of the Hall at Versailles. 
But it was too much for him; he could not 
stand it. He had been out at the war, and 
could rot ferget the men he had fought with, 
carsed with, ard laughed with—the men who 
had really won the war, hoping that it would 
bring peace. So he covered up the Politi- 
cians, Admirals and Generals, and painted, 
instead, two dead aml undraped soldiers, 
with putrifying flesh, helding rifles in their 
hands as ii they were banjos, keeping guard 
over the tomb of the Unkrewn Warrior—that 
is all. 

I shall not be surprised if future genera- 
tions agree to consider that as one of the 
most dramatic stories in the history of art. 
My present point is, however, that this 
picture—the most noted in the Academy— 
was the sort of picture which an artist, as 


the honest iconographer of his age, felt him- | 


self forced to paint; just as Margaritone felt 
himself forced to paint the Madonna as ugly, 
graceless, impossible; just as Cimabue felt 
himself forced to paint her as less sad and 
less ugly; just as Giovanni Bellini felt him. 
self forced to paint her as happy and beav-

These brothers review the world, and aee 
that it-is bad. They are single in their pur- 
pose; they are not» troubled, as other men, 
with love or beauty; they are content always 
to look on the dark side of things. Un- 
fortunately, we know very little about them 


not the complement of one another; one is 
not a pessimist, the other an optimist; one 
witty, the other business-like; one with an 
eye to plot, the other with an eye to beauty. 
No; they seem to be of the same substance: 
both are pessimists, neither has wit or 
beauty. 

The first play, the “‘ Robots,” is very im- 
pressive. [t could hardly help being irapres- 
sive, for it deals with the saddest oF all 
human themes. It” is'the: theme of how man 
has always needed.slaves, and how, recognis- 
ing that need, he invented maéthinery, with 
the result that instead of being free at last 
to reach towards 
first the slave of the machines which he had 
created, and then finaliy a machine himself 
a Robot. a . 

This theme has been dealt with before by 
Samuel Butler and H. G. Wells. in literature, 
by Dr. Austin Freeman in ‘sociology, and, I 
will add (I hope correctly), by the Irish 
artist, Mr. Nevison, whose most striking 
picture in the Dublin Gallery of dockers un- 
loading a ship is drawn in such a way that 
there is scarcely any difference between the 
things which are being lifted, the gangway, 
and the men who are carrying the ings 
across the gangway. 


Robots and Insecte. 


And now the age is ripe for drama to take 
hold of it—and well it may, for there is 
tremendous dramatic material in the subject, 
the effect of which largely depends upon the 
actors. There were no sigris that Kar Capek 
(he wrote most of this play) was quite equal 
to the greatness of the theme, but neverthe- 
less the play thoroughly frightened everyone. 
The little boy sitting next'to me in-the gal- 
lery was nearly terrified out of his wits by 
the sight of one Robot, whose movements 
can only be described as -of the earth 
earthly.

They bore into the waxy coats of the plums, 
they buzz into the kitchen making life a 
burden to the jam-maker, they burrow round 
heles into the most juicy pears and apples, 
and generally gain for themselves an un- 
enviable reputation as fierce and callous 
thieves. Yet they must not be wholly con- 
demned, for during the breeding season they 
rid the garden of hundreds of noxious cater- 
pillars and insects, who would have caused 
more permanent damage than themselves by 
devouring the new shoots and leaves. 
On warm evenings there are hosts of 
Ephemera about, rising and falling in the 
early morning and evening sunlight. Around 
the stream there is one fly in particular 
looked for with interest by fishermen, 
naturalists and trout. When word goes 
round that ‘‘the fiy is risen,” it means that 
the Mayfiy is out, and the angler hurriedly 
ties on Green or Grey Drake, and goes 
out to try his luck by the deep pools that 
ewirl about the alder clamps. With Juck he 
will come back with a good catch, for the 
trout are as eager as himself in the Mayfly 
se&agon. 


* The life-history of this insect is a cnriona 


one. ‘‘Short as the life of a Mayfly’’ has 
become a proverb, yet the total sum of its 
existence is somewhat lencthv. The ee are

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MEMORY. 
: (BY G. A.C.) 

OT long ago a friend asked me if I 
N could locate the following fine quota- 

tion—‘* Thus the ideas, as well as the 

children, of our youth often die before us; 
and ovr minds represent to us those tombs to 
which we are approaching ; where, though the 
brass ana marble remain, yet the insoriptions 
are efiaced by time, and the imagery 
moulders away. The pictures drawn in our 
minds are laid.in fading colours, and, if not 
sometimes refreshed. vanish and disappear.”’ 
I must confess that my memory utterly 
failed, and it was with something in the 
nature of triumph that my friend reminded 
me of tie chapter on Memory, in Locke’s 
Essay concerning Human Understanding. On 
locking up my Locke, which I had closed 
some quarter of a century ago, I found the 
passage marked. As far as my mind was 
concerned. the inscription had been effaced by 
time. I: was annoyed, for the passage is fine 
literature. 
Mémory is certainly a very queer thing. I 
remember being much surprised at being told 
by one of the leading clergymen in the West 
Fnd. of London—a man of outstanding 
ability, and one of the best platform speakers 
I. have heard—that he was quite unable to 
repeat from memory a single Collect of 
Church, and that he could not even trust 
himself to repeat the Lord’s Prayer. I also 
remember a man, who held an important posi- 
tion in Irish public life, telling that he 
his wife both had excellent memories, 
that they were quite different. Mention any 
text in the Bible, and he could give the 
ap- 
proximately. But he could not repeat two 
consecutive verses from memory. His wife, 
on‘the other hand, was utterly at sea as re- 
gards. the location of the most familiar 
passages, but she was able to repeat whole 
chapters with extreme accuracy. It was a 
case of Jack Sprat.’ 
‘In ‘general; no doubt, when Locke lays 
dcwn that attention, repetition, pleasure, and 
pain fix ideas in the mind. he is right; but 
none the less there are some tvnes Of Memory 
so ‘initially defective in certain respects that 
no amonnt of attention or repetition seems to 
strengthen. their weakness. 
Lord Macaalay’s prodigious memory has 
become almost proverbial, »nd he was always 
willing to’ accept a friendly challenge to a 
feat ‘of memory. Trevelyan in his Life tells 
two stories to illustrate his uncle’s power in 
this respect. One dav, in. the boardroom of 
the British Museum. Sir David Dundas saw, 
him: hand to Lord Aberdeen a sheet of fools- 
cap, covered with writing. arranged in three 
parallel columns dewn each of the four pages.

HAT is. the finest view in ireland? 

WV Put the, question. to some of. those 
who pride themselves on having seen 
everything worth seeing. in the thirty-two 
counties, and you will raise a hornets’ nest. 
The Upper Lake from the Gap of Dunloe, 
the Killaries from: Leenane, the view ‘from 
Tara, from Killiney, . from any peak of the 
Caha Mountains—these will all be defended 
vigorously, and all. of them merit loyal 


| champions; but there is one which deserves 


to be placed before them all—the view from 
the Grianan of. Aileach,. the ancient seat of 
the Kings of Ulster. 

It is strange-that so few travellers find their 
way to Grianan Hill. Yet there are few 
places of interest in Ireland to compare with 
it... It is only. a few miles from Derry, and 
stands on the eastern ‘shores of Lough Swilly, 
just inside the boundary. of Donegal. The 
hill itself is low, only half the height of the 
Sugar .Loaf, byt, it .commands a wonderiul 
panorama oí valley and lough and rolling 
pasture land, bounded by the sea and by the 
towering ranges of Tirconnail. 


Still, to. the majority..of those who climb 
the hill, just as to' visitors to Tara, the view 
is only-an added attraction of secondary im- 
portance. The real-charm of the place. lies 
in. the _ associations that cling, to it still. 
Aileach was a royal stronghold’from time 'im- 
memorial, agd' it remained .so_ until the 
O’Neills were defeated in one of the. last 
struggles for the High. Kingship of Ireland, 
when, the invading chiefs of ‘Thomond 
rewenged themselves for the destruction of 
Kincora.by destroying the palace and carrying 
off the stones to Limerick. Nothing but the 
ruin remained for ‘many centuries, but in 
recent years the huge rath has been restored, 
and now Aileach presents something of the 
ppgecrenee that it had in the days of its 
glory. It is a massive. circular structure, 
enclosing about a quarter of an acre, and of 
the height of a martello tower. The wall, 
which is thirteen feet thick at-the base, slopes 
slightly on its SGutward side, but on the inside 
it is graded off; iiito tiers for the purpose of 
defence, thus. giving the intérior something 
of the appearance of an amphitheatre. It 
has only one entrance, at each’ side of which 
there is a niche, evidently, meant to receive 
the leaves of-a folding door. When the 
original structure ‘was built no one can tell ; 
it was in far-off Pagan days, and to-day it 
remains one of. the most ‘imposing relics of 
ancient Irish architecture. 

Legends, too, centre around it, for in secret 
eaves beneath the hill. the ancient knights of 
the Red Branch are said to be still standing 
by their steeds waiting for the trumpet call 
that will summon~them to their last fight. 
Once, we are told; in*troubled days a hunted 
fugitive found by accident the -entrance to 
the véulted chambers of the waiting hosts, 
and his step ‘aroused -one of the sleeping 
leaders. But*he-gave‘no word of command. 
He looked at the intruder, shook his head 
sadly, and said, “ Not yet.” No hunted 
thing, the legend’ says, can arouse these 
knights of old, but only the summons ef 
Kathleen Ni Houlihan hersel.

Dublin’s Pictures. 


(BY E. J. F. Hi.) 
| is.our own, yours and mine. We can go 


in and seé and possess it. We need not 

be artists to enoy it or critics to find 
fault. . We can go there in any spirit we like, 
and if we.do not care for some of the things 
we see, why, we can say so—e#ut loud, because 
there will probably be no one to hear. Occa- 
sionally a couple of schoolboys clatter in, but 
even they are quickly subdued to the proper 
tone. It is an ideal place for lovers, but their 
whisperings seldom break the holy silence. 

A solitary, lost-looking soul drifts through, 
fearfully, as if expecting to be asked his 
business ; a country maiden, too early for her 
return train, gets over the hour of waiting 
here without too much fatigue; a couple of 
ladies meet outside by appointment for tea 
in town, and as it is raining they 
might as well go in. These visitors are 
dubious, not at home; they walk delicately. 
They look about. them with a silence that is 
not that of the deeps of knowledge; they 
are not brooding over the mysteries, they are 
groping in darkness. 

The expert seldom comes here, or if he 
does, it is not (thank Heaven ') when I pay 
my visits. For the expert does not whisper. 

e declaims; he sends his voice ringing 
through the Georgian space. He condemns 
what [ rejoice in, and he swoons with rap- 
ture over my merest nodding acquaintance. 
Is it natural for us, the common bas who 
like and love, but do not easily find reason 
for the faith that is in us—is it natural for 
us always to hold the expert in suspicion? 

Once I saw an expert, the genuine article, 
perhaps the only one oí our time. It was in 
1895 (I think) and a certain collection of pic- 
tures was hung round the gallery of the 
rotunda in the Museum.of Dublin. A dark, 
good-looking, \rather exquisite young man, who 
seemed to bélong to the place, was piloting 
an older man .round the collection. 
At that time Í thought I had an instinctive 
knowledge oí pictures (mary of us are like 
that), and so this young man impressed and 
annoyed me at the same time. He was ao 
evidently at home; he knew his way about 
among the pictures; he did strange things at 
them with his finger and thumb; and he was 
so very confident. 

Years afterwards I knew that it was Hugh 
Lane, that favourite child 6f Art, to whom we 
owe the first collection, the greater one here 
with us, and that @recious group now in 
“another place,” but ours by every moral 
right. 


First Impressions. 


[I sometimes wonder what the sensation must 
be.of one.who has some love for Art, yet 
enters. these doors for the first time, and 
whether that thrill is worth the calmer 
leasure of one who comes here knowing what 
E loves. For there is a never-failing joy 
in, renewing old acquaintance, and there is 
always, the hope of finding out some fresh 
aspect of the intimate. Even if you have 
pan » half “an hour to spend, you 
can get full value for your time. 
Go up to the -first floor, and in the 
tack room you will find the Constables, and, 
close by, the Corots—matter here for many 
half-hours.. Or does your taste incline to- 
wards Monet's ‘‘ Waterloo Bridge” Your 
time-limit will be too short if you sit down 
hefore Sargent’s ‘‘ Statue of Vertumnus ''— 
that triumph of handling. 

If you are a stranger to the Gallery you 
might do worse than make a note of these, 
and add Anton Mauve’s “ The Shower,”’ 
Wilham Stott’s (of Oldham—none other 
geruine) ‘‘October Morning,” Bacarisas’s 
“Rome from the Pincio,’’” D. Y. Cameron's 
‘‘Braxfield,”” Sargent’s “Hugh Lane,” 
Orpen’s “ Birrell” and “China and Japan. 
That will do to begin with. Your next visit 
might take in Crampton Gore's “Petit 
Appartement,’’ Watts’s.‘‘ Prettv Lucy Bond,” 
and (if vou like it, but I don’t) his big 
allegory, Burne Jones’s “Sleeping Princess,” 
the iwo ‘‘Severn Valley ' pictures, and the 
Laverys. Fantin Latour, Wagemans, Walter 
shorne, Harpignies, Augustus John invite 
you to come again. You have now some 
acquaintances; it is your own fault if you 
do not extend the. circle. , Friendship is 
different; that takes two, And the picture 
may not- want you—-humiliating, but wihole- 
some, reflection. 

There are two whole roonjs fuil of the most 
‘ngaging drawings, efehings, and water- 
colours. Alpltonse Legros, Orpen, Conder, 
Sturge Moore, Max  Beerbohm, Charles 
Pears, Strang—if you are a lover of pictures 
your mouth should water at the names. And 
there are still the portyaits—vivid, arresting, 
and always interesting, but not one (I think) 
of the Academic order. 

However, you have a very good collection 
by this time in your brain; or wherever it 
is you keep your pictures, and all that is 
required fb pteserve it is an occasional visit 
to the originals. 


KLOBBERED CHINA.

ERE you have an illustration of a very 
handsome-looking Chines» yginger-jar. 


t is gorgeously painted in bright 
colours—red, green, yellow and gold. A 
novice, seeing the original, might easily be 
pardoned for thinking a “‘find’’ had been 
discovered, for it is quite out of the common. 
A connoisseur would immediately detect what 
it really was. 

Do you observe the shaded bars that run 
across the lower part of the jar and are 
specially visible on the right hand side of the 
photograph? That proves that the vessel 
was originally blue and white, probably of 
quite a common description. Valuable blue 
and white china was very seldom (except 
through ignorance) re-decorated. Quantities 
of inferior jars were imported from the East 
into Europe with ginger. They were, in their 
own country, like unto our jam-pots, having 
no value at all. Some hm Dutchmen, 
about one hundred years ago, thought it a 
pity such attractive-shaped jars, with their 
pretty lids, should be wasted, so with great 


Es 


ingenuity they started an entirely new in- 
dustry. The streaks you see in the illustra- 
tion are under glaze, and those are the 
remains of the blue and white pattern. The 
handsome design is over-glaze, and a new 
decoration altogether. It is called ‘‘ klob- 
bered ”’ ‘china. 

Another means of detecting the art is the 
fact that the. painted images are invariably 
lumpy, instead of being smooth and shiny. 
If you pass your hand over a “ klobbered "’ 
piece you can Mstantly feel the roughness, and 
the under-glaze is nearly always to be seen. 
So long. as you :;do not pay the price of an 
art treasure, you need not despise “ picking 
up” a-klobbered piece of porcelain. It ts 
very attractive, as the Oriental style is gene- 
rally excellently carried out, and the old 
shapes are often quaint. Though not of any 
great: value, they are not very plentiful, so 
are not easily acquired. Dealers are not 
at, all averse from buying klobbered china, 
for by a secret process the outside decoration 
can be removed, so. long as purple enamel 
is not introduced into the design. 

The  Dutchmen, too, had a secret way cof 
producing that particular shade of cnamel, 
and it defiés the modern process which would 
remove it. Only an expert would entertain 
the idea of getting rid of the outer glaze, as 
the object would be to release a better decora- 
tion... When it is suspected that a fine piece 
of blue and white has been klobbered, then 
M is worth while for the secret removal] to 
take place. In any case, if you know what 
you are buying, “' klobbered”’ china is quite 
worth collecting for the sake of the bright 
painting. and genuine old designs that are 
eo often met with in this sort of porcelain

Then come the young criminals, the boys 
and girla of about the same age, who are 
already thieves, drunkards, cocaine fiends, 
and worse. . . Here we ‘must take into 
consideration the general demoralisation of , 
the youth of Russia. Mothers complain 
that they cannot leave their homes for a 
moment, as their own children rob them. The 
craving for cocaine and vodka is as strong in 
Moscow as in Paris or any other large city, 
and prevails largely among the children, who 
go to any lengths to get money to satisly 
themselves. Little brothérs often sel] their 
little sisters in. the streets; murder, robbery, 
and other evils are rampant, and, if one 
walks at night, one sees and hears horrible 
sights and sounds, shocking enough in adults, 
but doubly, trebly, so with children -under 
twelve. 

In the underworld in Moscow 
are places called the Wolves’ 
Nest.” Here many hungry children find 
unexpected help, and are fed, clothed, and 
cared for with a view to their future “ earn- 
ings.” Here they graduate in the fine art 
of stealing, a kind of university of thieving, 
where every encouragement is given to pro- 
mising boys and girls.
